THE EDMONTON ELECTION. 

The Edmonton election is decided at 
last and Mr. Secord is the sitting mem- 
per. His majority of eight votes is not 
large but it is enough to place apon 
him the honors and responsibilities of 


the representation ot the largest town 
and the most thickly populated and 
most wealthy district in North Alberta 
or the Suskatchewan Valley. Ard a 
district which, by reason of naturulad- 
vantages and geographical ° “acion, 
has before it a future of almosv limit- 
iess possibilities. That future, how- 
ever, is not assured. It depends on the 
good management of the present, and 
herein lies the greatest responsibiliiy 
of those who are charged with voicing 
the views of the people and defending 
their interests. eae €e | 
Mr. Secord is an Edmonaton old tim- 
er, having been identified with the 
town or district since 1881.. The very 
marked business success which he has 
achieved is the deserved result of legi- 
timate enterprise, the good efiect of 
which is not Goufined to the firm of 
which he is a member, or its immediate 
connections, but is felt by every inter- 
est and individual in the disirici. It 
is largely through the enterprise of the 
firm of McDougall & Secord that the 
trade of Edmonton has been pushed 
to the shores of the Arctic ocean and 
that it has become one of the greatest 
collecting fur markets on the contin- 
ent. Mr. Secord has hitherto confined 
his attention so closely to ‘business 
that he has not had} time to spare for 
public affairs. But it may fairly be 
expected that the talents which have 
enabled him to achieve such conspicu- 
ous success in business life, and which 
have identified him so closely with the 
district, will not be at a loss when ap- 
plied to Territorial public affairs, 


It is doubtful if Mr. McCauley is not 


to be congratulated on the result rath-- 


er than his successful opponent. Mr. 
McCauley has represented the district 
during two terms, at no small cost of 
time and aitention; and to be honor- 
ably relieved of the burden at the pres- 
ent time when uncontrollable circum- 
Stances have made it especially heavy, 
is not a serious affliction. Mr. Mc- 
Cauley is also an old timer of the <dis- 
trict. He came here in 1880, and since 
that time, in school, municipal, and 
Territorial affairs he has taken an ac- 
tive and leading part in forwarding 
the public interest without regard to 
self, in any case. The uninterrupted 
continuance of public confidence in him 
for so many years is sufficient proof of 
the character of his work. Although 
freely giving so much time and care to 
public matters, he too bas prospered 
moderately in his private business, so 
that whether in public or privaie life 
he stands with credit and without re- 
proach. Defeat under. the circum- 
tances and by so close a vote is really

At ithe same time defeat is not vic- 
tory, and does not bring the results 
of victory. There is a general tend- 
ency to consider an election as a con- 
test in which the candidates are the 
only interested parties. This is not

parties. It is their work ihat is to be 
done by the successful candidate. It 
is their interests which are io be pro- 
tected by the vote cast. There is now 
little doubt that a considerable major- 
ity of the electors of the district de- 
sired to endorse Mr. McCauley, in his

ported and of which they had received 
the benefit. To allow Mr. McCauley to 
be defeated was to say that a change 
of policy as well as a chanige of repre- 
sentation was desired. Not only so, it 
was to say that this district was so 
minded as not to acknowledge faithful 
service in the only way possible, that 
is by a renewal of coniidence.

the district the inference is too obvious

It has been said that bad weather 
and bad roads prevented many electors 
from reaching the polls. Such an ex- 
cuse should not be put forward by men 
who believe in free government. If 
any could come, all or nearly all could 
have come. Election day is the only 
occasion on which the elector can make 


an expression of public confidence and 
appreciation seldom accorded to public 
men. Mr. McCauley stands higher to 
day in the estimaiion of the people of 


his influence on the government of the 
country directly felt. It is his vote 
given on that day which decides the 
governmeat policy for the succeeding 
legislative or parliamentary term. ff 
one day in four years Is too much for 
the ordinary elector to spare from his 
business or occupation in order to take 
his proper part in the government of 
his country, what can be expected from 
the. men elected to look after govern- 
ment affairs? He has no right to com- 
plain if they are as careless as he has 
been. {

AS TO ROADS. . 


As the season advances the weather 
seems to change for the better. iWe 
have had 2 week of grand growing 
weather interspersed with showers. 
Crops are looking weil and doing well, 
but the roads are still bad and show 
little sign of improvement. When 
the ground is ouce thoroughly dried out 
it takes a great deal of rain to soak 
ie But once it is thor- 
oughly soaked, as it is now, More than 
one dry season is necessary to dry it 
out. From ’88 until ’99 the seasons 
averaged dry, and seemed to be getting 
dryer. Streanis sheunk to rivulets or 
dried up altogether. Sloughs and even 
lakes dried up and travel was practic- 
able in any direction all over the Nor- 
thwest Territories. In the eastern 
portion the cry was for water, well 
boring machines were provided by the 
Northwest government, and a large 
amount of money was spent from time 
to time in constructing dams and ra 
servoirs. In North Alberta as settle 
ment progressed during those seasons, 
every effort was made to turn travel 
on to the road allowances. Ail that 
was necessary to make most of the 
road allowances practicable was to cut 
out the small timber of the 
through which they ran. The demand 
was for straight roads, and for years 
the grants from the Northwest gov- 
ernment were spent, not to imprave the 
trails, but to straighten them ard to 
confine them to the road allowances. 
As there were few serious obstacles the 
effort was te apportion the expenditure 
over as many road allowances as pos- 
sible. In many cases money was ex- 
pended in grading road ways across the 
dry beds of what bad formerly been 
lakes and sloughs. Had the seasons 
remained dry the expenditure would 
have been wisely made. With the com- 
in of the wet seasons, strong efforts 
were made to keep up the trails as thus 
established and a lange amount of 
money was expended. At last, how- 
ever, as the wet seasons continued the 
efforts had to be abandoned, and the 
expenditures of years were as utterly 
lost as though the money had been 
thrown into the river. 


Had the Northwest government 
money and the statute labor, which has 
been expended on roads in the district 
during the past ten years, been spent 
with a view to conditions as they now 
exist, travel would not be at its pres- 
ent disadvantage. That is had exy 
penditures been concentrated on cer- 
tain leading trails and had acceynt 
been taken of the possibility of the 
present high water, roads would not 
be blocked as they are. The mistake 
made regarding the roads was 
also made in regard to bridging the 
creeks and smaller rivers. It Seemed 
a waste of money to put an expensive 
bridge over what was then a small 
stream. It is because of that mistaken 
economy that there has been such a 
general washing out of bridges. Had 
the ‘bridge money been concentrated 
ou a few substantial structures built 
with regard to conditions which were 
known to have existed before and 
therefore might be expected io occur 
again the country would noi be in its 
present plight. For the po'icy “that 
was pursued the people themselves 
were responsible. Settlers haturally 
desired that their farms should be 
squared, and not cut up by roads 
Every man wanted to see as much im. 
provement as possible near this own 
dopr, and to cross the streams With 
as little roundabout travel as possible. 
Therefore he used every influence in 
his power to have matters arranged as 
he desired,—with the results now in 
evidence. 


It is only fair to the Northwest gov- 
ernment to szy that since attaining 
fyll responsibility, and with increased 
revenues, they have as far as possible 
concentrated their expenditures.  In- 
stead of cheap wooden bridges only 
steel bridges are put across the larger 
streams, and the smaller bridges are 
placed on piles. This policy was looked 
upon with doubt and distrust when it 
was adopted, but in the light of pres- 
ent conditions it is shawn to be the 
true policy. They have also undertak- 
en heavy ditching operations in this 
district, which were also looked upon 
much as were the sieel bridges. But 
again circumstances have justified 
their action. Foe 

While the seasons were dry it was 
useless to point out 


that provision 
should be made for seasons of high 
water, But now that we are in the 


wet portion of the cycle, it is well to 
use the opporiunity to point out where 
mistakes have been made in the past 
in order that they may be avoided for 
the future. 


Besides bridges across streams and 
high grades or corduroys across or 
around low places, in order that our 
road ways may stand heavy travel in 
wet weather they musi be graded up 
throughout their length. And even 
then they would not be good in very 
bad weather as the graded streets in 
Edmonton and Strathcona plainly 


show. This was necessary in the rich 
farming regions of eastern Canada, and

tion of many years. It is only by like 
expenditures that the roads of this dis- 
trict can be made good at all seasons. 
But such an amount of money is not 
available from any source. And if it 
were it is doubtful if it would be a 
wise expenditure, considering that the 
present conditions certainly will not 
continue for long. When the seasons 
change all roads will be good, and it 
would be a pity to have the people 
staggering under a burden that for 
three-fourths of the time was of no 
practical benefit. 

Although it is not practicable to 
at once grade up and complete every 
road allowanca in the district, it is 
or should be possible to adept a col- 
onization road policy, under which cer- 
tain leading trails touching ths var- 
ious business centres would be placed 
in condition tocarry traffic during any 
season. This work should be under- 
taken and carried forward during dry 
as well as wet seasons and should be a 
settled policy of the Northwest gov- 


ernment. 
As resources increased and 


ment extended these roads could be 
carried further and further out, and 
the road allowances connecting with 
them could be improved to a degree cpr- 
responding with their less importance. 
A start has been already made in this 
direction in the Edmonton, Sirath- 
cona, St. Albert and Victoria, and 
possibly in other districis, but as an 
experiment rather than as a maiter 
of settled policy. The people were 
not ready tp accept it as a matter of 
policy. But now that conditions have 
become as they are such a_ policy 
would be welcomed by all classes, and 
should be inaugurated at once. 

A good start in this direction was 
made by the coming together of the 
several road delegations last week and 
by the drafting of the petition to the 
Dominion government for special aid. 
Ifthe Northwest government appro- 
ached the Dominion with a correspond- 
ing statement of the facts and an 
announcement of a definite coloniza- 
tion road policy they would have a 
strong claim for the necessary in- 
crease of subsidy with which to make 
it effective. a

LESSER SLAVE LAKE. 


J. C. Griffith, of Ross Bros., 
iemploy., arrived last evening 
from Sturgeon lake and Lesser 
Slave lake via the Athabasca 


Landing. Mr. Griffith left  -Lesser 
Slave lake with J. K. Cornwall, who 
came down with two boats. They em- 
barked on the 4th inst., and alban) 
the Athabasca Landing on the third 
day. Favorable wind on the lake and 
the extra swift current on the rivers, 
owing to the very high stage of water 
enabled them to make a record trip. 


The weather in the north country all. 


spring has been of the same nature as 
that experienced in Alberta. All low 
lands are inundated, bridges washed 
away and all creeks over flowing. The 
large rivers are booming. The water 
in r Slave lake is a great deal 
higher than last year at the same date. 
Further rise is looked for as the fresh- 
et from the mountains has still ta oc 
cur. These waters generally come 
down between the 18th and 25th of 
June. \ ‘ gales 4 

H. A. Conroy, inspector of treaty 8, 
and his party arrived safely at Dun- 
vegan on the Peace and proceeded to 
St. Johns where the first treaty pay- 
ment was t> be made. . 

Messrs. Dickenson and Finch, who 
went to Peace river last year to trap 
and, procure natural history specimens, 
camped between Dunvegan and St. 
Johns. It is reported that some time 
in the early spring Finch died of scur- 
vey- 

The wagon road between Lesser Slave 
lake and Peace river is said to be again 
in a dreadful condition. 

J. K. Cornwall started on return trip 
with his two boats, but owing to the 
excessive high water and conseqyent 
increased current he will make slow. 
progress. On this account he does not 
propose returning until July. 

Inspector West, N. W. M. P., and 
party were met at the Vermilion on 
Thursday afterncon and succeeded in 
rafting the horses and suppties, across 
byt would proceed with wagons from 
the north side.

The Towwatinow bridge has swung 
cut of position.

BEAVER LAKE EAST. 


Such weather as we are having is en- 
ough to give the most optimistic a tit 
of the blues,—raining when it isn’t 
snowing, and sometimes trying to do 
both at once. We get an occasional 
ged spell between times, that’s 
all. ° 

The lake is away up and overflowing. 
On the 30th ult., it got at it im earnest 
and pounded away at the shore in good 
dtyle. It was a sight worth seeing. 
The huge waves lashed and tore at the 
land, sending the spray forty or fifty 
yards, undermining fences and strew- 
ing the shore with debris. The water 
is now as high as in 1880. 

P. Cronin and family were forced to 
abandon their home at the north end 
and move over here to “get out of the 
wet.” 

Beaver lake is a‘river now of from 
fifty to five hundred yards in width, 
and; from 7 to 12 feet deep. It is un- 
forcable and a very serious drawback 
to all the settlers out here. 

Messrs. McLean, McKinlay and. 
others had a terrible time of it cross- 
ing the creek lately. Two of their wag- 
ons upset, owing to the swift current, 
and the job of fishing out the stuff 
was anything but pleasant. The rest 
of the freight was got over by utilizing 
a wagon box and a long rope. Taking 
into consideration the rain and snow, 
the enforced delay, the penumbing cold, 
and the difficulties connected with get- 
ting their wagons and, goods over, this 
party certainly put in an exceedingly 
disagreeable time of it. 

We are informed that Joseph McCal- 
lum intends putting a ferry on the 
creek soon. This is a good move, and 
we all hope Mr. McCallum will reap 
a good reward for his enterprise. But 
a bridge is what is required and what 
we have a right to get.
